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Where Great Guns are Made. | 


A visit to the great gun works at Es- 
sen, Germany, is a life long experience, | 
one that can never be forgotten. Enter | 
the bessemer hall, where the steel for | 
the cannons is made out of iron by the | 
bessemer process, and you see 15 huge | 
“eonverters’ at work. At a signal one | 
of these opens its huge mouth, a gut-| 
ter dreps toward it, and a ‘glowing | 
stream of fluid iron rushes in, the} 
mouth closes and with a roar the full | 
force of the blast is turned onto the | 
glowing mass or iron, making fireworks 
more brilliant than any ever conceived. 
The heat in this process is only about 
5400 degrees Fahrenheit. The mouth op- 
ens, a workman takes out a sample, 
tests it; it is all right, and within 15 
minutes 15,400 pounds of steel are made. 
The fluid steel runs into the’ casting 
pan, and thence into the molds. Over | 
10000 tons of steel are made.in this hall | 
Wery day: 


> i 
The cannon “are madé of crucible | 
steel, which is a compound of puddle | 
iron and puddle steel, mixed in little | 
crucibles holding but 100 pounds each. } 
The puddle steel-and*iron are manu- | 
factured here in the puddling ‘hall; and 
the ingots are cut into thin bars to be | 
placed in the small crucibles. The pro-. 
portion of steel and iron is regulated 
by the size of the cannon to be made. 

To see this material become a can- 
non, we go to the smelting house, 
where 500 tons of crucible iron are pro- 
duced every day. The crucibles are fill- 
ed and placed in large smelting ovens, 
which heats 100 of them. There is a long 
line of these ovens to right and left of 
the casting pits, so many that they can 
turn out 421,000 pounds of flowing steel 
at one melting. The crucibles remain 
in the oven for five hours, attaining a 
temperature of 3600 degreees Fahren- 
heit. 

Here and there a crucible is drawn 
out and tested, and if all is found right 
a signal is given, the oven doors fly 
open, and three men seizing each cru- 
cible with their tongs, the white meal 


“e 


‘ig poured into the molds, hissing and 


bubbling. 

Crucible after crucible is emptied into 
the gutter leading to the forms, and a 
continuous stream of metal flows on. 
The huge cylindrical blocks of steel. 
weighing 70 to & tons each, are thus 
formed, and as oon as they are hard 
enough, are lifted out of the molds by 
huge cranes and loaced on cars which 
carry them to the powerful hammers, 
“Max” and his big brother “Fitz.” 

How gently the huge mass of steel, | 
weighing 150,000 slips into place beneath | 
the hammer. The hammer descends |, 
gently to see if the block is in place: 
the men draw back, and now blow on/ 
blow, the powerful hammer comes) 
down on the glowing mass of steel. The 
ground shakes beneath the feet. and / 
it seems as if the steel must fly apart / 
from the tremendous pressure; but 
many blows are necessary to. give it 
the required toughness. Several times 
ft is put into a large oven near at hand 
to be warmed. and again beaten until 
it is at last of the required length and 
thickness. 

Then begins the boring of this huge 
steel ingot to make it a cannon. Power- 
ful knives set to work and cut the hole 
in the center. It {s then hardened with 
oil, and when cold reinforcing rings of 
metal are fixed on the cold barrel while 
they are hot, so that in cooling they 
eontract and exert a tremendous pres- 
sure. 

Then comes the “rifling” by knives re- 
volving and working away with oil as 
they cut the ridges which so increase 
the effectiveness of the weapon. It is 
mounted on its carriages and taken to |! 
the proving grounds where it is tested 
thoroughly before being delivered to its 
owner.—Providence Journal.

method of procedure was Ehanaoned 
and a new system begun of working 
from shafts dug to the blue ground de- 
posits at some distance from the orig- 
inal pits and working these by trans- 
verse drivings. Some of these shafts go 
down to a depth of 1500 feet. Great care 
has to be taken to prevent these work- 
ings being filled up by a caving of the 
upper soil about them, and it would be 
easy for the Boers not only to destroy 
millions of dollars’ worth of minin~ ma- 
chinery about the pit mouths, but also 
to fill up the pits so that it would be a 
work of years to resume diamond gath- 
ering. In the old days, when the open 
pits were worked, these were strung 
with miles and miles of wire cables, 
which served as roadways by which 
men and materials were sent back and 
forth from the workings hundreds of 
feet below. All of that has changed 
and much more expensive and elaborate 
hoisting machinery is used now. 
When the blue ground reaches the 
surface it is still a long way from yield- 
ing up its store of diamonds. Crushing 
it finely enough eo reveal all the gems 
it holds hidden, would be out of the 
question, for by such a process the big- 
ger diamonds would be ruined. Nature, 
however stands ready to help. and :he

FOR VERY YOUNG CHILDREN. 
By Christine Terhune Herrick. 
(Continued from last week.) 

Until the baby is a year or so old, it 
is a comparatively easy matter to reg- 
ulate his diet. Milk and prepared foods 
seem naturaifand obvious, and if itisa 
first child, the mother has often a whole- 
some dread of consequences that move 
her to stick to a simple regimen. If 
she oversteps this at all, it is probably 
by giving the ‘baby something like a 
well-picked chicken bone or a hard 
cracker to suck on, which if it pedi 
no good is not likely.to work him any 
especial harm. Thus the foundations, 
at least, are laid of a healthy digestion. 

When the child is old enough to come 
to the table the mischief is likely to be- 
gin. This is neither the time nor the 
place to descant upon the comfort to 
the parent of habits of obedience in the 
child. But it may at least be. said that 
when these have been inculcated, the 
task of regulating the little one’s eating 
ig greatly lessened. He does not make 
a stir by nis protests when certain arti- 
cles of food are denied him, but accepts 
the mother’s decision as absolute, in 
this as in other things, 

A great deal of nonsense is talked 
about the cruelty shown to small chil- 
dren in refusing them dishes that they 
See their elders eat. The parallel of poor 
old Tantalus is much overworked in 
this connection. Parents should bear in 
mind that there is a great difference 
between the impulse that makes. the | 
child beg for olives or pickles,-and the. ; 
Inclination of their own appetites in the 
same direction. With the child the re- 
quest is born of curiosity and the imi- 
tativeness that evolutionists would say 
he derived from the monkey strain in his 
make-up. He is ignorant of the taste 
of the thing he demands and its re- 
fusal is no cruelty to a craving, for 
this he does not feel. It is merely a 
check upon his curiosity and his de- 
sire to copy his neighbors. When he 
has once been granted a sample of a 
coveted dainty, the bars are down, The 
assertion that the baby cannot have 
this or that because it is not good for 
him has lost its force. If the flavor oc 
the food has been pleasing to the baby 
palate, the parent has created a taste 
which possibly she cannot gratify with- 
out injury to the child, Should he fail 
to relish the morsel, he has still learned | 
no lesson, for since his request has | 
been once granted, he sees nO reason 
why he should not beg to try any dish 
that tukes his fancy. ~ 

Thus docs the mother make trouble for 
herself, On the other hand, if she holds 
firm against the coaxing of baby fin- | 
gers, the pleading of baby lips and eyes, | 
she is smoothing her own path as well | 
as his. It will not take him long tu learn 
that mama’s “No, no, that is not good 
for babies,” is final. After a while, he 
will cease almost entirely to proffer 
pleas he has learned will not be granted. 

The mother should accept as an in- 
aisputabie truth the statement so often 
and authoritatively made by dietitians, 
that babies’ digestions are not smaller 
reproductions of those “of their parents. 
Their gastric organs lack certain pow- | 
ers that they acquire with age. It is 
folly to do as some apparently brain- 
bereft parents have done, and begin to | 
accustom children of tender age to eat 
the things that will bé their food when 
they are older. As well insist that a | 
young lamb or calf should devour hay | 
and feed when it is but twenty-four 
hours old. | 

One fond father of my acquaintance, 
whobelongedto that unfortunately large , 
class of the community, who can never 
be taught anything, carried this theory | 
to its legitimate conclusion. From the 
time his baby was two months old, he | 
had it brought to the table, and fed the | 
hapless innocent a taste of everything | 
he had upon his own plate, It was in 
vain that the child, with a semblance of 
good sense that far exceeded his fath- 
er’s actual possession of that rare vir- | 
tue, protested with all the strength of 
his infant lungs. Vegetables, gravy. 
sauces, tea, coffee, anything that could 
be given in liquid form or was soft 
enough to be swallowed without crew- 
ing, was rammed down the poor baby's 
throat. If kind nature had not pro- | 
vided his stomach with a reflex action 
in good working order, there wou'd 
have been early occasion for a coroner's 
inquest.

FOR YOUR SCRAP-BOOK. 


Recipes From Many Sources and of 
Acknowledged Worth. 


SALMI OF GAME. 
Cut cold roast partridges, grouse or 

quail into joints and lay aside while 
preparing the gravy. This is made of 
the bones, dressing, skin and general 
odds and ends, after the neatest pieces 
of the birds have been selected. Put these | 
(the sqraps) into a saucepan, with one | 
small onion minced, and a bunch of 
sweet herbs; pour in a pint of water, | 
and whatever gravy may be left, and | 
stew, closely covered, for nearly an hour. 
A few bits of pork should be added if 
there is no gravy. Skim and strain, re- | 
turn to the tire, and add the juice of 
half a lemon with a pinch of nutmeg, 
thicken with browned flour, if the stuf- | 
fing has not thickened it sufficiently, boil 
up, and pour over the reserved meat, 
which should be put into another sauce- 
pan. Warm until smoking hot, but do 
not let it boil. Arrange the pieces of 
bird in a heap upon a dish and pour the 
gravy over them. 


CRANBERRIES. 
Add one teacup of water to one quart | 
of cranberries, and put on the fire. Cook 
ten minutes, rub through a colander, add 
two heaping cups of sugar and cook | 
about ten minutes longer. Pour into a 
mold and turn out as a jelly. 


TO BOIL A HAM. 


Hams should always be soaked in wa- 


ter previous to boiling to draw out a por- 
tion of the salt, and to make them ten- 
der. They will eoften more easily if 
soaked in luke-warm water. If it is a 
new ham, and not very salt or hard you 
need not put it in water until the evening 
before you intend to cook it. An older 
One will require twenty-four hours soak- 
ing; and one that is very old and hard 
should be kept in soak two or three days, 
frequently changing the water,. which 
must be soft. Soak it in a tub and keer 
it well covered. When you take it out 
of the water to prepare it for boiling, 
scrape and trim it nicely and pare oft 
all the rough looking parts. Early in 
the morning put it into a large pot or 
kettle with plenty of cold water. Place 
it over a slow fire that it may heat grad- 
ually; it should not come to 2 boilin less 
than an hour and a@ half or two hours. 
When jit boils, quicken the fire, and 
skim the pot carefully. Then simmer it 
gently four or five hours, or more, accord- 
ing to its size. A ham weighing fifteen 
pounds should simmer five hours after 
it has come toa boil. Keep the pot well 
skimmed. When it is done, take it up, 
earefully strip off the skin, and reserve 
it to cover the ham when it is put away 
cold. Rub the ham.all over with some 
beaten egg and strew on it some fine 
bread crumbs. Then place it in the oven 
to.brown and crisp. Cut some writing 
paper into a handsome fringe and twist 
it around the shank bone, before send- 
ing the ham to the table, 


CHOCOLATE RICE MERINGUE. 
Scald one pint of milk in a double boil- 


| er; mix two heaping tablespoonfuls of 


ground rice to a paste with a little co'd 
milk, and stir into the hot milk; when 
thick and smooth ccver and cook for 
twenty minutes. Add one heaping tea- 
spoonful of butter, three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, one square of chocolate: grated 
and melted, - one-half of a cupful of 
mixed fruit (seeded raisins and chopped 
citron), one teaspoonful of vanilla, the 
stifiy whipped whites of two eggs, and 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Take from the fire, add one-half of a 
cupful of thick whipped cream and turn 
into a buttered baking dish, Let, stand 
for half an hour; whip the whites of 
three eggs to a soft froth, add three ta- 
blespoonfuls of powdered sugar, and 
whip again until stiff and glossy. Sprin- 
kle in three tablespoonfuls of grated 
chocolate spread over the pudding, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar and a few 
macaroon crumbs, and brown in a mod- 
erate oven. Serve cold with cream. 
CREAM PIE. 

Beat two eggs well, add one cup of 
sugar and one tablespoonful of melted 
butter and beat again. Add half acup 
of milk. mix two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder with one anda half cups of 
flour, and stir it into the égg, mixture. 
Flavor with one teaspoonful 6f ‘leron 
extract. Beat it well and bake in a 
round, shallow pan. When cool, split it 
witha long sharp knife, and fill it witha 
cream that is made while the cake is 
baking. Boil one cup of milk, wet one 
tablespoonful of corn starch in a little 
cold milk, stir it into tne boiling milk ana 
cook over hot water ten minutes, stir- 
ring often. Beat one egg light, add two 
tablespoonfuls sugar and a_ pinch of 
salt, and stir into the thickened milk. 
Cook one minute, stir in one teaspoonful 
of butter and one of vanilla and set 
away to cool. 


VERMICELLI PUDDING, 

Wash an ounce of vermicelli and put 
it Into a saucepan with a pint of milk, 
and let it cook over a slow fire, stirring 
it frequently, until it is quite soft. Break 
a new-laid egg into a basin, and whisk 
it well with an egg-beater; pour the milk 
and vermicelli on to the egg, stir fora 
second or two. and then add powdered 
sugar and a little grated lemon peel. 
When the milk is cool, pour it, together 
with the vermicelli, into a butered pie- 
dish; place a few pieces of butter on the 


, top, and bake in a moderately hot oven 


until the pudding is a golden brown. 
PARISIENNE POTATOES. 

Pee] the potatoes and cut them into 
balls with a vegetable cutter, or simply 
dice them into inch cubes. Drop them 
into boiling salted water and boil for 
ten minutes. Drain, put into a sauce- 
pan with two tablespoonfuls of butter 


| to a pint of potatoes; put back on the 
| stove for fifteen, minutes shaking occa- 
sionally so that the butter may be even- | 


ly absorbed. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and one tablespoonful of finely 
chopped parsley, and serve at once in 
a very hot dish. 


TAPLOCA PUDDING, 

Soak in w cup of sweet milk an even 
tablespoo ful of pearl tapioca for two 
hours. Stir intdO this the yolk of one 
egg, a little sugar, a.pinch of salt, bake 
in a cup for 15 minutes, then spread on 
the beaten white of the egg beaten stiff, 
adding a little powdered sugar. Set back 
in the oven for a minute. 


MINT SAUCE, 
One-fourth pint of, vinegar, four table- 
spocnfuls of chopped mint and two of 
sugar. Let stand for an hour or more 


before using.

Wading in Lava on Stilts. 


(From the London Daily Mail.) 

Mr. A. RK, Watson has just had one of 
the most thrilling experiences that ever 
befell a mountaineer. He ascended the 
Mauna Loa volcano, in the Hawaaian 
Islands, while it was in a state of furi- 
ous eruption. The party numbered five, 
with guides, pack mules and a week's 
supply of provisions. By evening of 
the first day about a third of the haz- 
ardous climb had been achieved and the 
men camped in a grove of palms and 
ferns. 

At noon on the succeeding day all the 
members of the party, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Watson, concluded to exam- 
ine the north cone of the crater, while 
Mr. Watson, filled with the idea that 
the southern cone was the most inter- 
esting, separated from his companions 
and guides and moved in that direction, 
After a weary and dangerous climb he 
arrived at a promontory of rock and 


earth. Close upon the far side of this |. 


point a great river of-lava was bound- 
ing in a straight line down the mour- 
tain, while about 800. feet above, on the 
slope of the hill, the crater, like the 
mouth of some infernal monster, was 
pouring forth melted stone. 

Mr. Watson sat for a _ considerable 
time, probobly a couple of hours, gaz- 
ing upon the vast estuary of rolling, 
flowing, bursting fire rushing down the 
side of the mountain. Some thousand 
or more feet below this stream entered 
a thicket»of trees which, Mr. Watson 
observed through his glasses, seemed to 
have wonderful power of resisting the 
attack of the flames. 

Toward night he arose from his seat 
below the rocks to go over the summit, 
down the hill and walk out between the 
lava on the side which he was to cross, 
He thought hat his eyes had been rest- 
ing too long on running lava and that 
he could see such a stream in whichever 
quarter he might look; so he went for- 
ward, 

But he had not been mistaken, While 
he had been sitting with his back to the 
direction from which he had come and 
in which he must go, with his eyes on 
the flowing stream, enchanted with its 
marvels, there had broken from the 
lower edge of the crater, and some feet 
to the north of the one he was watch- 
ing, a second flow. He started on down 
and had proceeded several hundred feet, 
when, to his horror and amazement he 
discovered that the new stream of lava 
ran directly into the earlier stream. 
The streams joined, and his-retreat had 
been cut off. He was hemmed in by 
running rivers of fire. 

As he meditated on the best methods 
of escape.. his eye fell upon the singular 
forest at the bottom of the incline, and 
he thought of the heat drying proper- 
ties of that wood. If he could only turn 
the bunch which grew above him into 
service. Ah! he had it—stilts! He had 
been an expert on stilts when a boy, 
and felt certain his skill had not forsak- 
en him. Drawing a stout-bladed knife 
from his pocket, he began hewing at 
the base of one of the smallest trees. 
The wood was of the species known as 
iron wood. When the blade grew dull 
he whetted it on the rocks. All through 
the night he worked, while the terrible 
furnace belched above. 

By daylight he had the stilts made 
and, mounting them,s tarted off for the 
edge of the flow. The wood smouldered 
but did not blaze, as he waded through 
the lava. The heat was frightful, blis- 
tering his face and hands. As he ar- 
rived at the opposite edge of the river 
of fire, one charred stilt broke off, but 
eager hands grasped him and lifted the 
swooning man onto one of the mules, in 
which manner re was taken to q ran- 
cher’s house.

The third and last of Dr. Bowker's 
superb lectures in the course at the 
Town hall, was delivered Friday night 
before a larger audience than was pres- 
ent at any of the previous lectures.

His description of 
the Pali, the palms and idols, the sugar 
king, the greatest hole in the world, on 
Maui, was all most interesting. 

The martyr priest, Father Damien, re- 
ceived a splendid tribute for his self-sac- 
rificing work here on the leprosy island. 
The novelist and poet, Kobert Louis 
Stevenson, who is buried in Samoa, but 
who had spent much time in Honolulu, 
also came in for ashare of attention and 
praise. Dr. Bowker told of the love 
which the natives had for Mr. and Mrs. 
Stevenson and described the gantlet 
which the latter had to run of the 
natives, most of them men, on returning 
after an absence. She was obliged to 
kiss each one of them or they would 
have considered that she did not care 
for them any more. : 

Some of the most beautiful scenery in 
the world was described by the lecturer 
in the course of the evening and some of 
the wildest and grandest also, for what 
can be more terrible than the crater of 
aslumbering volcano of mammoth size 
like Kilauea? To visit here one re- 
quires a sure footed horse capable of 
picking his way over soliditied lava 
whose crustis not of the thickest and 
in many places might be broken through 
with little difficulty. The whole journey

| likely to break out afresh at any time, 

without warning, ne one knows when.

SALEM WOMAN FATALLY BURNED 


SALEM, Dec. 12—Mrs. Melvina Pelle- 
tier was fatally burned at her home on 


Castle Hill early this morning, while 
trying to save the life of a child who 
had fallen while carrying a_ lighted 
lamp. 


Mrs. Pelletier, who is the mother of a 
large family, was in the lower part of 
the house, when she heard one of her 
children, who was coming down stairs 
with a lighted lamp, fall ,and the lamp 
explode. Burning 0.1 spread over. the 
stairs, and as Mrs. Pelletier rushed to 
the spot and began to fight the flames 
her clothing caught fire. ~ 

Others in the house had heard the 
noise and the screams of the child and 
her mother, but by the time they 
reached Mrs. Pelletier she was terribly 
burned. 

The flames were put out and a physi- 
cian was called, but said there was no 
chance that the woman would recover. 
The child escaped injury and the fire 
did little damage to the house. Mrs. 
Pelletier is 56 yearaof age. 

Mrs. Pelletier was born in Quebec in 
1848. She was the mother of 19 children. 
of whom eight survive her. She was a 
very estimable woman.

THREE FIRES.

It is believed that it caught from a 
spark which had been smouldering in 
the pile, but as it was dangerously near 
to a number of freignt cars it was 
deemed best to summon the department 
The firemen ma“e quick work in extin- 
guishing the blaze and there was but 
little loss.

Deacon George S. Williams of “Sun- 
set View” farm who died Tuesday morn 
ing at 9.45 o'clock after a severe illness 
of typhoid fever and pneumonia, which 
continued through several weeks, was 
born in 1839, in Malone, N. Y., and lo- 
cated in Lawrence when he was 17 
years of age. He served his apprentice- 
ship at the Essex Machine company, 
where the Everett mills now stands. He 
formed the firm of Williams & Wilson 
in 1865 which was dissolved by ‘the 
death of Mr. Wilson. He afterwards 
formed the firm of Smith & Williams in 
1874. About 10 years ago the firm dis- 
solved partnership ana Mr. Williams 
came to this town. 

He served two years in the city coun- 
cil, and was an honorable and useful 
citizen of Lawrence, and highly esteem- 
ed both in this city and town where he 
lived. He had been a member of the 
Second Baptist church of Lawrence, 
since 1863, and a deacon for 25 years. 
His death was a great loss to the 
church of which he had been a valued 
member for so many years. 

Mr. Williams leaves a widow and one 
daughter, Mary, wife of Robert G. 
Goodall. 

The funeral services took place from 
the farm house ‘this afternoon and con- 
sisted of prayers at 12 o'clock, and ser- 
vices at the Second Baptist church in 
Lawrence at 2 o'clock. Rev. E. P. Tul- 
ler officiated and was assisted by Rev. 
George W. Clough, Rev. E. A. Whittier 
and Rey. F. M. Gardner. The interment 
was in Bellevue cemetery.
